Morning Is the time for a 
toning treatment with cold wa­ 
ter, followed by a tonic lotion 
or astringent. 
Astringents, combined with the 
cold water treatment, tend to 
make enlarged pores contract 
Changing skin texture from 
coarse to fine Is about the tough­ 
est beautifying Job one can at­ 
tempt but It Is well to try It.

Helping the Child to Learn 


By U N T CLIV!LANO MYERS, PKD. 
AFTER the second grade, some 
children have a lot of trouble 
with arithmetic. 
Year by year, more children ex­ 
perience this, or lag In other sub­ 
jects, because more of them go to 
overcrowded classrooms. Also, 
fewer children have well-trained 
teachers. 
All this means that many chil­ 
dren cannot get the Individual 
help they need at school. Many 
parents can help these children 
at home if these parents can be 
calm and patient 
Nightly Scenes 
But think of all the fathers and 
mothers tonight who will harm 
their children’s progress by get­ 
ting vexed if the youngster makes 
mistakes as they try to help him. 
I dread to think of all the home 
tragedies with shrieking parents 
and angry children. 
When such occurs, the child 
has htill more trouble over the 
subject at school. But such home 
sessions don't arise from parents 
not knowing enough about arith­ 
metic to help the child. 
Lack af Understanding 
The worst scenes may occur, 
Indeed, where the parents are 
college graduates or professional 
persons. These scenes happen 
with the parents who don't 
understand the child or appreci­ 
ate his difficulties over arithme­ 
tic, because they don’t use their 
imagination to put themselves in 
the child's place. 
If you are trying to help your 
child with his number work or 
any other school subject, resolve 
to manage your emotions so well 
that you never scold him for his 
mistakes or shout at him. Don't 
even wait to hear your voice ris­ 
ing in annoyance. 


The moment you feel vexed, 
walk away from him as unfit to 
be in his presence when he's try­ 
ing to learn something. 
It may be that you will Just 
have to admit to yourself that 
you dont possess enough poise 
and patience to help him at all. 
In this event, you might do well 
to hire a teacher to give him ex­ 
tra help a few short periods a 
week. 
More often than not, the child's 
biggest difficulty Is that he still 
counts out simple numbers when 
he adds or subtracts. If you are 
patient, you can win him to mem­ 
orize the IOO addition facts and 
the IOO subtraction facts, like 8 
and 7 are 15, 6 from IO leaves 4, 
attacking three or lour of these 
an evening. 
Addition Comes First 
Ifs better to have him master 
the addition facta before begin­ 
ning on the subtraction facts. 
Certainly you should not have 
him shift bask and forth from 
one process to the other at the 
same sitting. My bulletin, ’’Home 
Helps In Arithmetic,” presents 
these simple number facts and 
shows how to learn them. (This 
bulletin and "Parents and the 
Child’s Homework,” may be had 
by sending a self-addressed, 
stamped envelope to me In care 
of this newspaper.) 
The child may have trouble 
with verbal (reading) problems. 
If he does, try to get him to read 
the problem slowly and carefully 
so as to ascertain what It means 
before trying to solve it. 
I 
When he begins common frac­ 
tions, you can help him at home 
with the meaning of a fraction 
Uke one-half or three-fourths by 
inducing him to measure with a 
ruler, especially as he makes 
things with tools, and to measure 
and weigh foods as he experi­ 
ments at cooking.

In every case but two it war re­ 
ported that the long summer heat 
wave was the cause of high bills. 
Many of the homeowners admit­ 
ted that they had not had the ex 
perience of owning a large lawn 
until they moved to Levittown. It 
was generally agreed that most of 
the water was used to keep parched 
lawns alive.
